COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY :— 


In compliance with the laws of New Hampshire, it becomes the 
duty of the Commissioners, as well as other officers of the County, 
to present to the people their annual report for the fiscal year end- 
ing April 30, 1891. 

County FarM aNnD ALMS HOUSE. 


After six years of faithful service, Mr. and Mrs. Herrick closed 
their labors at this institution on the 30th of April, of the present 
year. Mr. and Mrs. Charles Willard have been engaged as Super- 
intendent and Matren, whom we feel confident will fill the places of 
their predecessors. 

To those familiar with its management, not a word need be said. 
To the unaquainted, it is sufficient to say that cleanliness, good or- 
der and an abundance of wholesome food, are always noticeable, and 
we have not yet seen a reason to change our opinion, that the in- 
mates receive vastly more of the comforts of life than those who are 
aided at their homes. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE COUNTY. 


The County is now owing nine thousand dollars and a small 
amount of accrued interest; and when we Jook at the sums paid for 
re-copying records in the Register of Deeds office, and are met by 
the fact that the cost of supporting and aiding paupers and depen- 
dent soldiers during the past year, is nearly twenty thousand dollars, 
we are surprised that the indebtedness is not more. This increased 
expense is caused by the new law abolishing town settlements te 
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1880, and the independence of those benefitted by the act relating to 
soldiers. We are willing to allow a reasonable sum to aid the desti- 
tute; we intend to be governed by the principles of humanity ; but 
we think the Overseers of the Poor must see by this time that there 
is a limit even to charity, and that there is danger of being deceived 
when furnishing aid, and that they should look after the expense 
more closely than has been the custom in the past. 

We call upon the Overseers to remedy existing evils, upon the 
people to create a public sentiment in this direction, which will 
greatly assist in the work of reform, for we think we have reason to 
say that our pauper and dependent soldier expenses are simply 
enormous.

On motion of Mr. Allen of Newport, Charles H. Weed of Clare- 
mont, and John McCrillis of Newport, were chosen auditors for the 
ensuing two years. 

On motion of Mr. MeDaniel of Springfield, voted to adjourn 
subject to the call of the chairman.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT.

TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY :— : 
The County farm has not escaped the amount of sickness the 
past year that usually appears in such institutions. Nothing of an 
extraordinary nature has occurred and the deaths have been confined 
chiefly to the aged. The institution has been the birthplace of one 
child, and the abiding place of an elderly woman brought from Clare- 
mont with both wrists broken, who has made good recovery. Sev- 
eral insane have been committed to the asylum and several returned 
from Concord. There is great need of a separate room with appro- 
priate furniture and fixtures, and which, after contagious . diseases, 
can be thoroughly disinfected, greatly reducing the danger of an ep- 
idemic. Two winters ago scarletina spread through the home, and 
the past winter the superintendent’s son was dangerously stricken 
with the same disease, the source of contagion heing undoubtedly 
from the epidemic of the previous winter. This case emphasizes the 
need of a sick room with proper appurtenances. The institution at 
present is in good hygienic condition and free from sickness. 
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The following is a list of deaths, with age: Harry Dean, 1 year; 
Peter Benway, 68 years; James Duff, 80 years; Thomas Brooks, 89 
years; Hiram Smith, 89 years; Phebe Young, 74 years ; Eaton Walk- 
er; George Bowen, 60 years.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


Regular religious services have been held in the chapel at the 
County farm every other Sabbata, as usual, during the past year. 
No appointments have been omitted or postponed for any reason. 
These exercises have been, as a rule, well attended, and people from 
outside the County house have availed themselves of their privileges, 
so that we have frequently had aid in the singing, and the congrega- 
tion has thus been increased. The inmates are good hearers, and 
we hope are thereby profited. They seem to look forward with some 
degree of satisfaction to the meetings, for the regular routine is not 
frequently broken, except by the coming of the commissioners, 
the chaplain, or other visitors. During the past year, the W. C. T, 
U. ladies of Claremont, have observed Flower Mission Day and 
Christmas at the farm, and have left benedictions at each visit. 

I have attended five funerals during the year, at the chapel, and 
three have also died whose funeral services have been held in the 
towns to which they were carried for burial. Only two, I think, have 
been buried in the County cemetery this year, the other six were 
buried by their friends. It makes one sad to attend any of these 
funerals and, as is frequently the case, see no relative or friend from 
the outside world present. Quite a number of headstones have re- 
cently been put in position to name unmarked graves, so that now 
every giave has its marble memorial. It is well that this matter re- 
ceived its deserved attention before the resignation of Supt. Herrick. 

It to be regretted that the bill to allow the commissioners to 
give children, under the care of the counties, into the charge of The 
New Hampshire Orphans’ Home at Franklin, failed to pass the sen- 
ate at the last session of the legislature, and it is to be hoped that 
Mrs. Judge Blodgett, who has been such a friend to the measure and 
has labored so hard for its enactment, will again try to accomplish 
so hard an object.

Superintendent Herrick and family have shown much kindness to. 
all inside and outside of the County buildings with whom they have 
been connected. They have worked faithfully for the welfare of 
those under their charge. May blessings crown them in their new 
home. The new superintendent and his co-workers must have our 
hearty good wishes and co-operation in the arduous duties which 
they now assume. We predict for them success. 

I have visited the afflicted, the insane, the sick and the dying, at 
their rooms, as often as circumstances would seem to require or per- 
mit. I trust that these ministrations have not been in vain. Surely, 
the money which the County expends, year by year, for the moral 
and spiritual welfare of those under its charge, is well applied. Even 
of them the Master will sometime say: ‘‘Inasmuch as ye have done 
it unto one of the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it unto me.”
